LL over the country druggists are dispensing large quan- 
tities of iodine. It is a comparatively cheap drug, the 
cost to the pharmaeist being slight, though the consumer 
pays 25 to 50 cents for a two-ounce bottle, the chief 
content of which is distilled water. 

Formerly iodine, or iodide of potassium, 
less of a joke among doctors, who called it a 
edy.’’ When a country physician didn’t know what was the 
matter with a patient he preseribed a few drops of it after 
meals three times a day. But now it has come into more fa- 
vorable repute. If is regularly prescribed for many ailments, 
including vertigo, arteriosclerosis or hardening of the arte- 
ries, and for goiter and other thyroid troubues. 

Up to a few years ago the cause of goiter was a mystery, 
but of late it has been attributed to a lack of iodine in the 
water drunk by the victim of the malady. The disease being 
most commonly found in mountainous regions, particularly in 
or near the Alps, where the water supply is chiefly melted 
snow, which contains no iodine, it was inferred that in the lack 
of that necessary mineral salt lay the whole trouble. This, it 
is said, has been proved to be the case, and now persons af- 
flicted with goiter are given liberal doses of iodide of po- 
tassium.

Operation’ in talking before an 
interested audience of some hun- 
dred people, composed of Scout, 
Girl Reserve and Campfire lead- 
ers and their guests, at the n- 
tario Junior High School. auditor- 
ium last night, and gave forth a 
number of new ideas on the rather 
overworked word. He is an orig- 
inal. speaker, and does not. hesi- 
tate to speak straight from the 
shoulder, saying what he intends 
in well-chosen, plain English, leav- 
ing no doubt in his hearers’ minds 
as to what he means. 

Dr. Woellmer divides co-opera- 
tion into four parts: first, the 
realization that everybody counts 
one, everyone has his place, the 
man in the street is quite as 
necessary to the eternal scheme 
of things as the higher-up man. 
Recognizing the oneness.in all 
tends towards the development of 
the co-operative spirit, and Dr. 
Woellmer believes that a_ strict 
adherence to the principles of 
Christianity and democracy ‘will 
yroduce a bumper crop of fine per- 
in the coming genera- 
tion. Destructive criticism will 
inevitably kill the co-operative 
spirit, according to the speaker, 
and he has a method which he 
claims will squelch criticism if 
thoroughly applied.

The Pomona College campaign 
in California will be carried on 
in twelve districts. On December 
1, one-third of the first district, 
Claremont, San Dimas.and La 
Verne, pledged a half million doll- 
ars, and their gifts added to the! 
several large pledges by trustees 
and other friends of the ‘College 


the General Education Board, 
which offered $400,000 conditional 
upon the raising of $800,000 by 
December 1. With approximately 
half the entire goal of $3,000,000 
already pledged by the students, 
residents of Claremont and a few 
friends, the campaign is now be- 
ing completed in thé local region 
by a general canvass in the Po- 
mona region and in the districts 
centering around Upland and On- 
tario. Im each place large organ- 
izations of public-spirited citizens 
are getting under way, and before 
the week is over they will present 
the claims of Pomona College up- 
on its immediate neighbors and 
will begin making reports of the 
success of the campaign in these 
remaining parts of the first dis- 
trict. 

Immediately after the comple- 
tion of these local campaigns the 
other eleven districts of California 
will be organized and the oppor- 
tunity of aiding Pomona College 
at this time of opportunity will | 
be presented. The success of the 
campaigns in outside districts is 
always largely determined by = 
loyal support of the region im- 
mediately surrounding the Col- 
lege. Generous support near home 
will bring large amounts from the 
scattered districts throughout the 
state. 

The College is asking especial- 
ly for pledges payable during the 
next five years and designated for 
use as general endowment. The 
value of such undesignated pledges 
is greatest, because the income 
can be used wherever there is 
greatest need and because the 
educational efficiency of a college 
is usually measured by the pro- 
portion of its endowment to the 
number of students. But in ad- 
dition to the amount sought for 
endowment the College is mak- 
ing a special plea for endowment 
for scholarship aid to help self- 
supporting students, for endow- 
ment to maintain a first-class de- 
partment of religious education 
and to supply a whole field of 
education which the state univer- 
sities cannot touch, and finally for 
buildings’ and equipment, men’s 
residence halls, equipment for the 
physics department and auditor- 
inmms being especially needed. 





The success of the present cam- 
paign will make possible the erad- 
ual opening of the doors of Po- 
mona College to additional num- 
bers of students. At present three 
students are refused admission for 
every one that is accepted, and 
for nine years the College has 
been limited to an undergraduate 
body of 750. There is immediate | 
and pressing demand for a college 
f the size of Stanford University 
in the South. Whether Pomona 
can seize this opportunity de- 
~ends entirely upon the ARDDORL| 
given in the immediate future by | 
friends of higher education in! 
Southern California.
